Beginning with the 1989-1990 school year, the first recipient will 
receive $2500 annually, provided he or she maintains a minimum 3.0 GPA and lives up to the 
expectations that led to the initial award. This means that by 1994 we will be contributing each year to 
the education of four deserving students from the local area. 


A scholarship board has been formed, composed of educators, county administrators, the business 
community, and a representative of TMI. The board's mandate is to review candidates, select the 
recipient, and review performance at the end of each school year. We'll be looking forward to the "letter 
home," which the scholarship recipient will be writing each semester detailing her/his activities, so that 
we Can enjoy following the development of these deserving young people.
